Officials 
of the school had previously reached a similar conclusion. 
Damage to the school build­ 
ing is estimated at $2500, 
fully covered by insurance. A

The University of Illinois open­ 
ed March 2, 1868, with a faculty 
consisting of the Regent and two 
others and with 50 students.

opened,

young men and women have fol­ 
lowed the footsteps of the first 
50 who enrolled. 
Last fall the University enroll­ 
ed 29,944 students. 
The University has four cam­ 
puses: the main one at Urbana- 
Champaign, its medical group in 
Chicago, and at Galesburg and 
at Navy Pier, Chicago, under­ 
graduate division offering 
the 
first two years in Fine 
Arts, 
Commerce, and Engineering. 
Today the University has a 
plant valued at $52,000,000. 
The College of Agriculture is 
world famous for scores of rea 


America’s first church express­ 
ly for college students was es­ 
tablished at the University in 
1906. and the Religious Founda­ 
tion movement, now world-wide, 
began at Illinois in 1913. 
The Morrow Plots on the cam­ 
pus are the oldest corn experi­ 
ment fields in the world and the 
oldest soil experimental plots in 


oratory and open otherwise un­ 
known fields in atomic study. . 
Today’s sensitive photoelectric 
cell or "electric eye,” which is 
used for many things including 
sound movies, is the result of 
development carried on at the 
University in 1913 by the late 
Prof. Jacob Kunz.
